Beauboeuf, then 19,w ere arrest- 
ed by Garrison's men at the re- 
quest rf the Secr«t Service and 
FBI Nov. 25, 1963. Ferrie was 
booked for being a fugitive from 
Texas; Martens and Beaupoeuf
